With reference to claims for furs 
he said Bremner was a prominent rebel in 
the field. He did not think this man’s claim 
had been at all established.

There are over twenty steamers outside the 
harbor of Port Arthur, unable to get in on 
account of ice. Leading the fleet, and most 
easily recognized, are the Alberta, United 
Empire and Campana, 

The price of wheat has been rising this last 
few weeks and is still on the rise. Grain was 
purchased a month ago for 51c to 52c, and to- 
day the standard in many parts of the prov- 
ince is 70c, and as high as 75c has been paid. 
Winnipeg graia men, who have been shaking 
in their shoes a couple of months ago have 
made small fortunes during the past few 
weeks. 

Advices from Warsaw represent Russia as 
in a state of ferment, owing to war-like prep- 
erations. The military and civil powers of 
Poland have been instructed to co-operate 
in ascertaining the quantities of corn, flour 
and forage that the country would be abie 
to supply inagiven time. The Russian 
press has suddenly burst forth in attack 
upon England for her supposed alliance with 
Central European powers. The writer gives 
utterance to a solemn warning that England 
will be made to pay dearly if she follows out 
any mistaken policy in regard to Central 
Asia or elsewhere where Russia is concerned, 


WINNIPEG, May 24. 

THE steamer North-West will make only 
one trip to Edmonton this season, and will 
arrive here as advertised, about July 7th. 

The contract for the completion of the R. 
R. V. railway was awarded to Mr. J. D. Me- 
Arthur yesterday at between $280 and $290 
per mile. 

The British war vessel Eyveria has been de- 
tailed to survey the route of the proposed 
cable between Canada and Australia. The 
work will take three years to complete. 

Navigation opened at Port Arthur on May 
21st, and the blockaded fleet which has for a 
week waited and watched for an opportunity 
to reach port have finally reached the docks 
after a hard day's battle with the ice. 

Portage la Prairie was visited again by fire 
on May 20th. Over $20,000 worth of prop- 
erty was destroyed. The fire started in the 
old Marquette flouring mill and ran to the 
Lorne house block. Had it not been for the 
timely arrival ef the tire engine the whole of 
Main street would have been burned.

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Tur Regina Jovrnal and Qu’Appelle Vi- 
dette object strongly to the provision in the 


new lecal government bill that the lieut.- 
governor should have control of the funds. 
The Regina Leader has not heard of the bill 
—at least it does not mention it. 

The proposal regarding the settlement of 
the crofters in the North-West, is that they 
be given 160 acres of land to each family on 
the line of the C. P. R. The assistance given 
will amount to £120 or $600 per family. No 
return is to be asked for the first four years 
after settlement. The advance is then to be 
paid back with interest in eight equal an- 
nual instalments. The appropriation made 
for this season’s operations by the British 
government is £10,000, which is to be sup- 
plemented by £2,000 raised by private sub- 
scription, sufficient in allto bring out 100 
families and place them comfortably. 

The Lethbridge News in an article headed 
“A thrice snubbed district,” alludes to the 
refusal of the federal government to accede 
to the numerous petitions forwarded for a 
bridge at Lethbridge ; its refusal to give 
Lethbridge a registry office, and its refusal 
to vive the district a second member in the 
North-West council. The News points tothe 
conservative majority of 170 which the town 
cast in ’87 for the straight conservative can- 
didate, in proof that it bas not deserved such 
treatment. Ifthe vote spoken of was cast 
for the purpose of securing the undue ex- 
penditure of government money in favor of 
the town, most people will agree that it has 
been served exactly right, aud the News will 
please excuse the hope that all who cast 
their votes for such mercenary ends will be 
served the same way, The News must think 
the government silly to spend money in the 

urchase of what it hasalready secured. It 
8 when the waving of the party flay fails to 
arouse enthusiam that the money is shelled 
out. Money is never paid out where prom- 
ises or ‘‘ soft sawder ” will do. 

The budget speech of Provincial-treasurer 
Jones before the Manitoba legislature on May 
llth wasastartler.

How when it was decided to float the present 
loan of a million and a half he had arranged 
for its placing privately in order to prevent 
collision with the federal authority, which 
still pursued its disallowance policy. How 
he xeceived an offer of three pér cent. pre- 
mium and closed with itat once without 
delay or extra expense to the province, so 
that he had the funds at command where- 
with to construct the R. R. V. before the 
federal government had declared its inten- 
tion of abandoning disallowance.

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT. 
Under responsible government such as 
prevails in Britain and most of its depend- | 
encies it is seldom the charges made against 
an administration by its opponents are al- 
together borne out by the facts revealed 
when the two parties change places, and all 
the acts of the late ministry are laid bare to 
| the scrutiny of their successors. The bal- 
| ance is so nicely adjusted that a single case 


of wrong-doing clearly proven against a min- 
| istry is frequently sufficient to overthrow 
it. Knowing this, a ministry is naturally 
| anxious in the first place to avoid wrong-do- 
| ing as much as possible, and in the second 
place when it does wrong to as promptly and 
effectually as may be cover up its tracks. 
All rules are broken, however, in the case of 
the late government of Manitoba. The 
charges made ageinst it by the late opposi- 
tion are trebled in amount, amply proved, 
and confessed to now that it has fallen from 
power. It is almost beyond belief that an 
intelligent comunity, should allow their 
affairs to be misinanaged and their money to 
be squandered, as the people of Manitoba 
have, while they held in their hands the 
most ready means by which a faithful dis- 
charge of public duties could be compelled. 
The reason of their doing so was nota lack 
of knowledge of the facts. The system of 
plundering the public treasury was 60 ex- 
tensive and so undisguised that although the 
straight opponents of the government and 
even the mass of the general public may 
have been kept in ignorance of the matter, 
those who were in any way connected with 
the administration must have known that 
something was wrong—that the business of 
the government was not conducted as it 
should be. It was their business that was 
being mismanaged. And still they continued 
to support the administration that they 
knew was guilty of robbing them ; although 
they did not know until the charge of pov- 
ernmet had taken place to what extent. 
Evidently some thing was wrong with 
the adjustment of the balance between the 
ins and outs provided by responsible govern- 
ment, or such an appalling mass of mis-deeds 
on the part of the ministry would not have 
been needed to cause its removal in favor of 
the opposition. The fact of the matter was 
that the proper working of the balance was 
prevented by the idea that party loyalty in 
federal polities should be maintained in 
matters relating to provincial politics. The 
leading idea of confederation is that each 
provincial government shall manage the 
affairs committed to its care with a single 
eye to the interests of the province,leaving to 
the federal government the task of managing 
federal matters. In Manitoba of Inte years 
that idea has been given up, and the pro- 
vincial government has been run with re- 
gard rather to the exigencies of federal poli- 
tics than to the requirements of the prov- 
ine@, The provincial business has been man- 
aged with a view to controlling federal party 
votes and the provincial revenues squander- 
ed for the same object. The results are an 
empty treasury and a province that but late- 
ly was forced to the verge of bankruptcy and 


rebellion by the subycrsion of its provincial | 


rights to federal dictation in the rhatter of 
the Ked River Valley railway, 

No doubt this admitted failure, fora time, 
of the system of responsible government in 
Manitoba will be pointed at in proof that 
that form should not be adopted in the 
North-West. But it should be remembered 


than a mere name, with that in the North- 
West under the North-West act and its 
amendments. In Manitoba every dollar of 


| both local revenues and provincial subsidy 


is under the sole control of the people’s rep- 
resentatives. In the North-West they have 
not the sole control of adollar. By the ex- 
ercise of its rights asa province Manitoba 
has secured relief from the C. P. R. mon- 
opoly. The North-West is still under that 
monopoly—as witness the withdrawal of the 
Alberta Railway & Coal company’s charter— 
although $15,000,000 has been granted by 
the country for its relief. If the people of 
the North-West read profitably the lesson 
taught by late events in Manitoba they will 
drop all side issues and concentrate their 
political energies on securing the pro- 
vincial organization with responsible govern- 
nient that is now denied them.

CHINOOK BELT RAILWAY. 


A copy of the act to incorporate the Chin- 
ook Belt and Peace river railway company 
arrived by last mail, The incorporators are 
Thomas Lailey, Alex. J. McKay, John His- 
‘op, Henry B. MeKay, Chas. Watson and 
Harry Webb. The head offices are to be in 
Toronto. The road is to be 4 feet 84 inches 
guage and is to start “from a point in or 
near Calgary, thence along Nose creek to 
section 35, township 24, range 1 west of the 
5th meridian ; thence to section 14, township 
25, same range; thence north-east to Rose 
Bud creek, section 27, township 27, range 
26, west of the 4th meridian, thence to Bat- 
tle river in section 23, township 48, range 
25 west of the 4th meridian; thence to the 
North Saskatchewan river in section 23, 
township 52, range 25 west of the 4th meri- 
dian, or at or near Edmonton, thence north- 
west to and through the Peace river country 
to at or near Dunvegan on Peace river, and 
thence along the southern boundary of the 
said river for about 400 miles from Kdmon- 
ton, with the privilege of deviating if neces- 
sary from such line a distance not exceeding 
five miles with the sanction of the yovernor- 
general in council,” 

The capital stock is to be two million dol- 
lars. Bonds may be issued to the extent of 
$20,000 a mile. The company may construct 
telegraph and telephone lines and may also 
lease tothe C.P.R The read is to be com- 
menced within two years and completed to 
Edmonton within five years, and the remain- 
der of the road within seven years, from the 
passing of the act. The ‘tactshall not come 
into operation until a date to be named ina 
proclamation which may be issued by order 
of the governor ip council if he shall be sat- 
isfied that on the first day of August next 
the work of constructing the Alberta & Athia- 
hasea railway, authorized to be built by the

Lord Wolseley, adjutant-general of the 
British military forees, recently startled the 
British people by asserting at a banquet that 
the defences of England were so inadequate 
that 100,000 men, properly handled, if once 
landed on the coast, could subjugate the 
couvtry. Lord Salisbury complained of Lord 
Wolseley’s remarks, calling them a panic 
producing speech. in the house of lords 
Lord Wolseley repeated his statements, His 
complaint secmed to be that while the army 
was goed enough for its size it was not large 
enough for the work that might, in view of 
the military power of the continental nations 
and their jealousy of Britain, be called upon 
atany moment to do. The navy was not 
up to requirements and the defences both at 
home and abroad were in bad condition. He 
made the statements with a full appreciation 
of his responsibility and with no desire to 
east a slur on the government, He had been 
tempted to resign when ho heard ot Lord 
Salisbury’s objection to his remarks, and he 
placed himself in the hands of the premier. 
Lord Salisbury said that he should regret the 
yeneral’s leaving the service as the greatest 
blow that could fall on the military adminis- 
tration. His statements regarding the weak- 
ness of the country’s defences would be 
seriously enquired into.

Last week the Minnow took an outfit of 
lumber and ng from Lamoureux Bros, 
Landing to the bed of pay gravel opposite 
the Haney mine, which Messrs. Mijean, 
Haney and others are preparing to sluice. 
The gravel bed is about 20 feet thick, resting 
on slate bed rock, and shows along the river 
bank for upwards of amile. A creek which 
comes into the river at this point cuts the 
gravel bed, showing that it extends a con- 
siderable distance back from the river, as 
well as along it. There is big pay in the 
gravel, if it can be sluiced satisfactorily. 


The Lethbridge News complains that the 
MacLeod district with 544 votes has only 
been accorded one member in the North- 
West legislature while Edmonton and Red 
Deer, with less than twice as many votes has 
been accorded three members. The News 
says: ‘‘ Wecan only suppose that our im. 
portance and interests have not been prop- 
erly urged on the Dominion government.” 
And further; ‘ The three members secured 
by Edmonton and Red Deer may fairly be 
attributed to the influence and exertions of 
Mr. Hardisty, who in this was of course only 
securing the advantage of the district in 
which he resides.”

The directory is very com- 
plete and well arranged, and is very credit- 
able to the compiler, Mr. McPhillips. It is 
to be hoped that it will bring him a good 
financial return.

THE route which the charter of the Chinook 
Belt & Peace River railway company lays 
down for the road runs due north from: Cal- 
gary about six miles and then strikes north- 
eastward to make a crossing on the Rosebud 
creek below its forks some eighteen miles a 
little south of east of the Sharp nill on the 
Calgary trail. From that point on the Rose- 
bud it runs almost due north close to the 
Knee hill, crossing the Red Deer about 
twelve miles due east of the present crossing 
of the Caigary trail, and about the same dis- 
tance below the mouth of Blind river. The 
crossing on Battle river is about the site of 
the present bridge, and of the North Sas- 
katchewan at the mouth of White Mud creek 
above the Miner’s flat. The company asked 
permission to start from Cheadle station on 
the C. P. R., about 22 miles due east of Cal- 
gary, and avery little east of south of the 
proposed crossing on the Rosebud creek, as 
an alternative starting point to Calgary, but 
the charter dees not so provide. 


Now that two opposing railway companies 
are struggling for the sole right to build a 
road to Edmonton our prospect of securing 
railway communication at an early date 
seems good. The general impression is that 
if one company fails the other certainly will 
not, A careful examination of the facts 
4 however will lead to the conclusion that with 
7 two companies we are no better off than with 
a one.
